Agawam School Committee 
candidate Frank R. Locke this, 
week called for “a broadened ed¬ 
ucational base” in the town to! 
serve the increasing needs oi 
youfch for decades to come. 

“Certainly, our children need 
more of a base from which to j 
prepare to face the world as it 
now is than we ever thought of, 
or even could have imagined in 
the 30’s, the 40’s or even the 
1950 ! s” which, he said, “sound j 
as though they were just yester- i 
day.” 

The 43-year-old business exec¬ 
utive, a newcomer to the local 
political scene, said his business 
experience demonstrates that 
“we can economize in the opera¬ 
tion of our schools.” 

“We can and should apply our 
sawings to broadening the scope, 
of our children’s education in j 
■all areas of the existing currieu- j 
luni. We must be in a position to 
attract and keep the best quali¬ 
fied teachers and administrators. 

“We must consider adult edu¬ 
cational programs and vocation¬ 
al education.’ he said.

perhaps has unknowingly placed 
confidence in the advice of a 
friend who inadvertently thought 
he knew. 

In as condensed a form as pos¬ 
sible, please understand that at 
the polls on the above date you, 
by voting yes, will simply be ask¬ 
ing for consideration for a 


any of our schools. As a school 
committeeman, I would work to 
institute such a program, and I 
would begin that program where 
it would have its best effect—in 
the elementary grades.

Its members should be de¬ 
termined to establish a fine edu¬ 
cational system. 

"Paft of this concern is made 
up of knowing young people and 
what they are thinking. My ex¬ 
perience with them through the 
Parks and Playgrounds and Re¬ 
creation Committee which I am 
a member of, also as an official 
in various sports on both the high 
school and professional levels 
gives me a good background. 

“Another element of concern is 
knowing the thinking and needs 
of teachers and school administra¬ 
tors. They are experts in educa¬ 
tion. 1 believe they should be 
firmly supported. People are be¬ 
ginning to realize that when the 
power to act is taken away from 
public servants, such as teachers 
and police, the public is not well 
served. If teachers and adminis¬ 
trator’s power to act is seriously 
restricted, we will have ineffec¬ 
tive teachers, just as we will 
have a weak law enforcement 
system if police are overly re¬ 
stricted. 

“Citizens — and students are 
citizens — also respect strength, 
when that strength is used fairly. 
To be strong, teachers need sup¬ 
port, and if I am elected, I will 
give them my support. 

“We all know that there is a 
drug problem. Yet there is no

Postmaster Robert R. DeForge 
today listed six tips on how resi¬ 
dents of Agawam can help meet 
tight Christmas budgets this year 
by careful mailing of cards and 
parcels. 

For the most efficient mailing, 
Mr. DeForge suggested the fol¬ 
lowing steps: 

1. —For servicemen overseas— 
“SAM” (Space Available Mail) 
Christmas parcels can be sent 
until N’ov. 20 for only the small 
domestic parcel post charge in¬ 
volved from Agawam to East or 
West Coast points of embarca- 
tion for military mail. Parcels up 
to 5 pounds GO inches in com¬ 
bined length and girth are ac¬ 
cepted at this low rate. 

2. —Larger parcels (up to 30 
pounds with the same length and 
girth limitations) can be sent as 
“PAL” (Parcel Airlift) mail, pro¬ 
vided they are mailed by Nov. 27. 
The charge is only $1 per parcel, 
plus the regular domestic parcel 
post postage — much less than 
charges that would apply later if 
straight airmail service must be 
provided.
